Wednesday after- 
noons from two until three is the time for our pre-school story hours with an 
average attendance of twenty to twenty-five children this year, The library is open 
for the rest of the afternoon until five and during Wednesday evenings from seven 
until nine, making a busy, productive and rewarding day. 


A book jacket contest was held in April for National Library Week with many 
childred participating. The winners in each of the eight grades were awarded prizes 
at a Family Film Night held at the library. 


The theme for the Summer Reading Program this year was "Travel America-With 
Books", Over fifty children took part and were invited to a performance of the 
Silver Penny Puppets from Newburyport which was held in the Town Hall. Story hours 
for pre-schoolers were held each Wednesday morning during the summer months. 


Beginning in January of this year, the library added three hours a week and we 
are now open on Monday, Wednesday, Friday, and Saturday from one until five in the 
afternoon and on Wednesday evenings from seven until nine. 


As can be seen by the page of statistics, the circulation and registrations 
increased again this year despite a record number of withdrawals. The withdrawals 
are those families or individuals who have died or moved away and whose cards are 
removed from the file. Our registration is 43 per cent of the town's population 
and since we are supported by your tax money, it would be great to see more people 
using our services which include books, magazines, records, pamphlets, pictures, 
reference, interlibrary loan plus the story hours and summer reading programs. 
Films and the use of the 16 mm projector are available to any organizations wishing 
to schedule a film program. 


The money earned from the booth at the Stratham Fair and from the very success-— 
ful food sale held on Election Day in November was used to purchase a film strip 
projector, This also is available for programs in town organizations. 


We would like to thank all the townspeople, groups and clubs who contribute 
magazine subscriptions and books to the library. 


Our staff includes Virginia Turner, page; Dorothy Cole, assistant librarian; 


Joan Smith, alternate and Barbara Senko, librarian. We hope to see many new faces 
in the library in the coming year,

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HIGHWAY AGENT REPORT 


After a long, cold winter the townspeople are looking forward to Town 
Meeting and the opportunity to review the Public Works Program consisting of 
the following: 


.- ‘Town roads and maintenance 

eo lown dump and maintenance 

Park and maintenance 

» Cemeteries - graves, burials, and maintenance 

e snow removal 

Lawn mowing - all areas 

There are four separate budgets - Highway, Park, Dump, and Cemeteries. 


BAHoOAD Se 


New Sub-division road construction takes a great deal of time both in 
design and construction. During the construction, I have made visits twice 
a day depending upon the need. If more than one road is being built at the 
same time, which has been the case, and there will be four this year, you can 
see where a good part of the Highway Agents time will be spent. When these roads 
are finally accepted by the town it will mean more winter maintenance, and in 
future years, more equipment will be necessary. 


Resurfacing was accomplished with hot top asphalt. Shim and level put on 
with a spreader and rolled. I believe the town will get more for its money and 
much longer wearing surface than the poor quality high priced tar and sand. A 
total of $8,771.00 was spent on this type of surfacing this year. If the budget 
will allow, we hope to do approximately two miles each year. 


Several drainage betterment projects were completed. The longest being 
at William Circle where 1200 feet of open drainage ditch was constructed with 
the use of the grader and loader. ‘The ditch was then seeded and sod was 
established, Water now goes safely down the ditch and away from the area. This 
completes the top phase of drainage at William Circle. Going down the back 
to Pinewood Drive will be done as the budget allows. 


TRA — Union Road — Gravel Section - Article #6 of the March 1976 Warrant. 

The reconstruction of this road has progressed to the stage where it will 
be ready for asphalt surface this summer. There is a balance in the TRA account 
Die, 775.80. 


Article #19 passed by the town to purchase gravel from Holmgren's pit 
has been taken care of . Mr, Albert Stevens was the low bidder. 


The town was fortunate indeed to receive free and clear two Army surplus 
trucks from the Federal Government. After a great deal of correspondence and 
many telephone calls by the Selectmen and Highway Agent the trucks finally 
arrived and have been put to good use. The ten wheeler, 23 ton GMC truck now has 
the salt and sand spreader mounted on it. The second truck is a 4 ton Chevy 
pickup. The pick-up will be used in the mowing program this summer and will 
eliminate the use of the larger trucks which consume much more fuel. 
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Last town meeting the voters choose not to pass Article #17 which was to 

buy a used grader for the price of $23,000.00. ‘This left the Highway Department 
with the 30 year old Adams grader that was beyond repair and useless to the depart- 
ment. With much grader work to be done, it was necessary to evaluate the situation 
with the Selectmen, The decision, in view of what equipment we had and the program 
we hoped to accomplish in 1976, left us with two alternatives - one, to hire, 
secondly, to lease a grader. To hire gave no guarantee that one would be 
available when it was needed especially during winter storms to plow and wing 
back. The price per hour would be at least $30.00 per hour and probably more. 
To lease, R. C. Hazelton Co. made a generous proposition. For the town of 
Stratham, he would lease for one year for the sum of $5,000.00 with the option 
that the $5,000.00 be applied to reduce the purchasing price of the grader at 
the next town meeting if the townspeople so desired. The decision to lease seemed 
to be in the best interest of the town, and it has proven to be so. The grader 
has been used 378 hour. A breakdown of grader hours are as follows: 

1-1-76 to 4-1-76 - 108 hours 

4-1-76 to 10-15-76 - 108 hours 

10-15-76 to 1-1-77 - 64 hours 

1-1-77 to 2-1-77 - 98 hours 
I would like to point out that State TRA money on Union Road paid the town 
nearly $2,000.00 for grader use during that construction. There will be a new 
article in the town warrant to purchase this leased grader for the price of 
$16,000.00. It will include the plow front and wing attachments. After using it 
for a year, I believe it would be a wise decision on the part of the townspeople 
to buy this grader.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE FOR SOLID WASTE 


Your committee has met many times during the last year and have visited 
land-fill operations as well as the incenerator plant at Durham. 

Nothing definate could be finalized. We selected five different sites 
for land-fill and the State has furnedsdewn threesolethen. 

The Town of Durham invited us to a meeting to discuss joining then and 
other towns to dispose of our solid waste in a recycling and incenerator plant 
they are considering. 

Before anything could be finalized a study would have to be made at a 
cost of $ 20,000.00 Our share would be about $ 2,000.00. 

While waiting for the results of the study it was the opinion of the 
Durham people that the State would give us a further extention. 

If favorable, a plan will be submitted to the citizens of Stratham for 
approval or rejection. If not favorable we will be forced to go the route 
of sanitary land-fill, which will be in the ''town gravel pit' area on which we 
have tentative approval.

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REPORT OF STRATHAM CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Stratham Conservation Commission meets on the second Monday of every 
month in the Lower Town Hall. The main purpose of this board is to guide and 
promote conservation activities in the Town, 

One of the most impertant activities undertaken this year by your commission 
is the beginning of inventorying and cataloging of natural resources. A U.S.G.S. 
map of Stratham has been put together, framed, and placed in the Town Office. 
Maps indicating the soil types, wetlands, water systems and other topographical 
features are presently being completed and will be placed om a bulletin board 
in the Town Hall. In the future, futher activities are planned such as an ed- 
ucational slide show and information on the Town's resources for school's use. 

The Cormission feels that a new soil survey map is essential to further 
the Town's planning and conservation activities. In conjunction with the Select- 
men, action is being initiated to get this project underway. 

Although our board is not a well-publicized or highly visible one, we feel 
we are making progress towards an active Commission. We would welcome any 
participation in our meetings and activities from interested citizens.

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YOSQUITO COMMISSION REPORT 


The mosquito breeding site survey was performed and completed during the 
summer of 1976. Hundreds of breeding sites were located and identified within 
the town. Many of the sites are man-made.and easily eradicated such as dis- 
carded automobile tires, culverts blocked by foliage, restricting water flow, and «. 
many other areas where shallow stagnant water exists during the spring and sunmer 
months, It is the unanimous feeling of your Commissioners that it is the res- 
ponsibility of the residents of Stratham, as individuals, to dispose of these 
breeding sites, If you have discarded tires on your property; bury them. If 
there is a culvert draining onto or from your property, be sure it is flowing 
freely. If there is a brook flowing through your property that is partially 
blocked by fallen branches and leaves, spend a Saturday afternoon and clear it. 
Mosquitoes need 4" or less of water in which to breed. 


As it is impractical for all stagnant water areas, including the salt marsh, 
to be cleared by the residents of the Town, your Commissioners recommend a 
larviciding program, during the Spring and Summer of 1977, to begin a controlled 
program of eliminating the mosquito breeding sited. This larviciding program 
does include the use of chemicals but as of a local nature, dispersed through the 
use of a back-pack sprayer or hand spreader. ‘This procedure allows the pesticide 
to be used only where it is required, Your Commissioners are also researching the 
use of natural predators, such as fish, large insects, etc., as a supplement to 
chemical controls. 


As a larviciding program will not provide immediate results, a second article 
appears on the warrant requesting funds for six wide area sprayings of the Town 
during 1977, to kill adult mosquitoes. Your Commissioners do not recommend this 
adulticiding program as it provides no long-term benefit. Your Commissioners feel 
that until the longer range larviciding program's effects are realized, residents 
can provide their own adulticiding programs as they desire. In addition, your 
Commissioners are not entirely convinced on what adverse effects, if any, these 
adulticiding programs have on our environment. We prefer to provide the necessary 
control through other than chemical means, if possible.

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NEWMARKET HEALTH CENTER 


The Newnarket Health Center provides a Medical Out-Patient Clinic, free 
Preventive Screening Clinics, Outreach Services by community health workers, a 
Senior Citizen Transportation Service to health facilities and social services 
and a free Information and Referral Service. 


The staff includes a physician who is the Center's Medical Director and who 
Oversees and upgrades all medical protocols, a Physician's Associate, a Registered 
Nurse, cormunity health workers, van drivers and administrative and clerical 
personnel , 


In 1976 there were approximately 500 contacts made by people from Stratham who 
used the services of the Medical Clinic and/or home visits, the Information and 
Referral Service and the Senior Citizen Transportation Service. The Health Center 
is pleased to have served the people of Stratham in these ways. 


Funding for these services is derived by a combination of patient fees, 
private donations and local funds which can be matched on a 3-to-l basis by state 
and federal monies, 


Current plans of the Health Center include providing Parenting Workshops, 
individual counseling services on an appointment basis, the expansion of the 
Information and Referral Service to encompass the entire Seacoast Area, a continuing 
effort to improve the Center's medical services, and expansion of the Senior 
Citizen Transportation Service, 


The Health Center is dedicated to providing care for the "whole person," 
meeting his social and medical needs in a "caring atmosphere".

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REPORT OF THE BUSINESS ADMINISTRATOR 


Daniel C. Durgin 


Rising prices, increased cost for services, higher utility rates, inflation- 
none of us is unfamiliar with what the foregoing represents. 


Unfortunately, school cistricts are no less subject to the economics of our 
society than are we as individuals. Because just as we are consumers, so too is 
a school district. Peing a consumer of aoods and services, the school district 
is confronted with the same budgetary pressures as is every family. 


The impact of sharply rising costs on the school district is usually dramatic 
and has a direct effect on every resident, whether property owner or renter. As- 
sumina no significant increase in revenue from state sources, the property tax 
must continue to bear the burden of inflation. Although, this is a most serious 
problem for everyone, some communities with a hroader tax hase (taxable property 
which includes not only residences hut sianificant non-residential property as 
well) are better able to cope with the problem than others. It is the small com- 
munity comprised of mainly modest residential property that gives one particular 
cause for concern. 


Typically, the smal] school district, such as East Kingston, Newfields or 
Kensington, has an equalized valuation (the dollar amount of taxable property 
assessed at total value or 197%) of under $29,9N0,0NN. A district with an equal- 
ized valuation of $12,99N,9CN for example, vould have to raise its tax rate the 
equivalent of $1.00 for each $12,909 of increased expenditure. In other words, 
adding an amount of money equal to a little more than an experienced teacher's 
salary to the school budget would add $1.99 to the tax rate. 


Salary increases to staff have a significant effect on the school budget. 
Although the size of the increase is important, it is also important to note the 
number of staff members covered ky the increase. For example, a f% increase 
granted to all Exeter staff would increase the budget hy approximately $140,900 
equivalent to $1.25 on the tax rate based on current valuation. Add to that an- 
other 8% for social security and retirement which are tied directly to salary and 
we have an additional $12,890. 


So a hypothetical increase of 6%, which is not an uncommon occurance today 
in the public or private sector, raises expenditures by $172,800 before consider- 
ation of texthooks, fuel oi1, utilities, eauinment, insurance and the many other 
items that make up the total school budget. It is this kind of situation that 
confronts every school hoard and administrator. 
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While salaries rise in response to pressures brought about hy inflation, 
costs of other goods and services necessary to the operation of the school 
district increase at what often is a more rapid rate. 


We are all familiar with what has hapnened in the past four years to the 
price of fuel oil. In 1973-74, the total amount budgeted for fuel oi] in the 
six towns of S.U.# 1A was $32,459. For 1977-78, a total of $77,336 has been 
budgeted or a 138% increase. Fuel costs over the same period have climbed 
approximately 157%. 


Although fuel is an extreme examnle, increases in virtually every other 
expenditure area can be cited. Even something as subtle as increased values 
of school buildings leads to increased expenses due to the need to raise in- 
Surance coverage to keep pace with higher replacement costs. 


Coping with the problems of our economy is not an easy nor a pleasant 
task. Among other things, it requires careful planning, management based on 
accurate information and, above all, restraint. 


With the continued cooperation of everyone concerned, we shall strive 
to provide the best education possible with the resources available.
